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INTRODUCTION. 



Thi$ Directory contains the names and addresses of the members of 
the Washington Academy of Sciences and of its 13 aflSliated societies. 
With few exceptions, it shows for each member (a) the customary form 
of address, (b) full name, (c) place of business, (d) residence, and (e) 
society membership. As it was deemed necessary to restrict each entry 
to a single line, this plan could not be fully carried out in every instance, 
but it was adhered to as far as practicable. It also contains a concise 
statement as to each society, showing its age, organization, object, and 
present officers. 

Where no city is given in the address, Washington, D. C, is under- 
stood; and in all street addresses in which the section (NW., NE., 
SW., or SE.) is not given, northwest is understood. 

This Directory, like that for 1899, 1900, 1901, 1903, and 1905 (none 
was published in 1902, 1904, and 1906), has been prepared and published 
under the direction and at the cost of the Washington Academy of Sci- 
ences. It may be regarded as the successor to the Joint Directory of the 
Scientific Societies of Washington which first appeared in 1889, and 
annually thereafter till 1898. 

Heretofore, the data used as a basis for the compilation of the Directory 
have been secured by means of circulars asking for the desired informa- 
tion, accompanied by return cards, being mailed to the members. This 
method proved unsatisfactory, chiefly because many members failed to re- 
turn the cards in time for their use. In the present case the Editor has 
depended on the secretaries of the respective affiliated societies to furnish 
lists of their membership correct as to name and address. In addition 
to this, the proof has been examined and corrected for each society by 
the secretary thereof. The secretary of each society is, therefore, re- 
sponsible for the correctness of the Directory in so far as it pertains 
to the society he represents. 

The Editor takes this opportunity to express grateful thanks to the 
secretaries of the various affiliated societies for their cooperation. 

This Directory is corrected to about February 20, 1907. A few 
changes of later date were incorporated while the work was going through 
the press. It was compiled and put through the press by Dr. Barton W. 
Evermann, chairman of the Committee on Publication and Editor of the 
Academy, assisted by Mr. H. Walton Clark, of the Biological Society. 
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ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 



"The Washington Academy of Sciences"'' was organized early in 
1898 through the joint action of the Joint Commission and the com- 
ponent societies. It was incorporated February 18, 1898. Its objects 
are to (a) acquire, hold, and convey real estate; (6) hold meetings; (;c) 
publish and distribute documents; (d) conduct lectures; (e) conduct, 
endow, or assist research; (/) acquire and maintain a library; and (g) 
transact any business pertinent to an academy of sciences. 

It acts as the federal head of the affiliated societies. There is a Vice- 
President from each affiliated society, nominated by the society and 
elected by the Academy. 

Only members of one or more of the affiliated societies are eligible to 
resident membership in the Academy. The present membership is 379, 
classed as 8 patrons, 178 resident members, and 193 non-resident mem- 
bers. The names of all are included in this Directory. 

It has, published 8 volumes, entitled Proceedings of the Washington 
Academy of Sciences, and begun the publication of volume ix. 

Meetings are held as determined by the Board of Managers. The 
annual dues are 5 dollars.
